Smaller War Plants Corp. Rules On

Regulations governing the sale¥
of surplus properties by the
Smaller War Plants corporation
to war veterans have been lib-
eralized by Washington, Robert
8. Breyer, regional director, an-
nounced today.

Under the revised regulations,
it is anticipated the turnover of
surplus property to veterans will
be expedited and procedure for
handling veterans' applications
simplified, Breyer declared.

Changes in the regulations of
the surplus property: administra-
tion covering the veteran and
his purchase of surplus items
are:

1. Veterans on terminal leave,
final furlough, or whose status
have been changed from active
to inactive are now eligible to
purchase surplus property under.
‘the new regulation.

2. It is no longer necessary
for a veteran to own his own
business to_secure surplus prop-
erty, if the commodity desired
is to be. used in his work'and
as a condition of his employ-
ment.

3. The old limit of $2500 for
each veteran has been lifted with
a new maximum to be set in
the, very near future. %

4. Veterans’ preference has
been extended to include one
initial stock of property for re-
sale if he is going 'into retail
business.

5 It is no longer necessary
for veterans in agricultural en-
terprise to obtain prior approval
of applications from the Agri-
cultural Adjustmcnt admlnlstm
tion. ——

6. The returning voleran may
now apply to any SWPC office
in’ the United States for assist-
ance, but it is to his advantage
to apply to the office in his
home state, -

7. Instead' of purchasing sur-
plus for the veteran, the SWPC
will issue'a certificate for any
particular item or items needed
for business or as a condition
of his employment. This -certif-
icate—will-entitle the+ veteran to
deal directly with the disposal
agency ahead of dealers and all
others ™ except’ federal agencies,
state and local governments.

8. Surplus real estate, indus-
trial plants, shipyards and fa-
cilities; and surplus marine ves:
sels under Maritime Commission
control, do not come within the
scope of this new regulation.
The Surplus Property adminis-
trator has pointed out that the
disposal of surplus property to
veterans still remains a business

-. operation, designed for a. broad

distribution of governmient sur-
plus property, and to help main-
tain a sound business structure,
The law does not provide a pref-
erence for personal use.

9. The Disposal agency may
now ship to, bill, and collect dl
rectly from the veteran. -

10." The price to a veteran by
any disposal agency will not be
greater than the. lowest price
offered to any trade level.

11, By agreement with the vet-
SWPC may act as his
agent in purchasing property.

12. Disposal agencies are auth-
orized to extend credit on pur-
chases by veterans, and it is
anticipated arrangements for
handling this will be shortly es-
tablished. Up to date disposal
agencies have .not extended
credit to veterans.
